NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

We welcomed the introduction of the Religions Disabilities Remova 
Bill last session, and now regret that the Government have committed the 
tactical mistake of opposing it. In the division list Mr. Samuel Montagu 
naturally voted with Mr. Gladstone, and Baron Henry de Worms with Mr. 
W. H. Smith, whose persona! opnion (we should imagine) must have been. 
against giving so fair an opportunity to the great Liberal Chief, of 
reducing the majority of his opponents. The names of Sir Julian 
Goldsmid and Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild are absent from the 
Division Lists. Anxious not. to embarrass the Ministry of Lord 
Salisbury, they yet could hardly oppose so obviously just and expedient 
& measure as that which proposed to open the offices of Lord 
Chancellor and Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to all the Queen’s subjects. They 
neither voted nor paired. The names of Mr. Lawson and Mr. Jacoby, 
whom we cannot reckon as Jewish Members of Parliament, though we may 
be interested in their fortunes, also occur among the list of those who went 
into the lobby forthe “ Ayes,” while Mr. Isaacson paired for the Govern- 
ment, and Sir B. Samuelson for the Bill. Mr. Oswald Simon published 
a letter in the Da‘ly News in favour of the measure, with which we are 
entirely in sympathy. : 


Tbe death of Mr. Charles Bradlaungh, M.P., is undoubtedly a loss 
which must be widely felt in the political world. It removes from public 
life a man of remarkable individuality. In the person of the late Mr. 
Bradlaugh the last battle for complete religious equality was fought out and 
won. His peculiar religious views—altogether exceptional in the English 
character—could in no quarter meet with stronger opposition than among the 
‘People of the Book.” Jewish members of Parliament were found, however, 
in different lobbies between the years 1880-85 on the question of allowing 
Mr. Bradlaugh to take his seat, On referring to Hansard it will be seen 
that in a debate (raised by Mr. Bradlaugh’s position) on the Parliamentary 
Oaths Amendment Act on the 30th of April, 1883, Sir John Simon replied 
to a speech from Baron Henry de Worms. We must confess, looking at 
the question (to use Mr. Gladstone’s phrase) “ through the golden distance,” 
we cannot dissent from Sir John Simon’s proposition expressed in the 
following words : ** To profess to allow a man to think for himself, and then 
to aunex disabilities to his opinions was to destroy religious liberty altogether. 
To limit the right of a man to think and to form his own jadgment was to 
deny freedom of conscience.’ The Oaths Bill was introduced into the 
House of Commons in 1886 and 1887 by Sir John Simon. In consequence 
of hig ill-heath Sir John subsequently handed his bill overto Mr. Bradlaugh, 
and it was passed into Jaw in 1888, Sir John Simon supporting it in debate on 
the second reading on March 14th of that year. By virtue ofthat Act it is 
now optional for an Atheist to affirm in lieu of taking the Oath. Mr. 
Bradlaugh will long be remembered with gratitude by the Jewish community 
for the signally fair and generous attitude which he assumed on the Immi- 
gration Committee. On the occasion of the frequent deliberations of that 
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body, Mr. Bradlaugh established his claim to be considered the friend of 
the oppressed. A very high testimony to a public man is indicated when 
those who have been most opposed to him in life can unite in the unanimous 
judgment that'his career was marked by honesty of purpose and conspicuous 
ability. It is interesting to perceive the force of character rising above the 
strongest prejudices. Men of afi parties and opinions agree that Mr. 
Bradlaugh’s death deprives Parliament and the country of a legislator who 
was eminently useful and universally respected. 


The first meeting which has taken place in the provinces to protest 
against the perseention of the Jews in Russia, following the memorable 
Guildhall demonstration, was that which was held on Friday last at the 
Guildhall, Bristol. The Mayor occupied the chair, and convenied the meet- 
ing in response to a requisition numerously and influentially signed by lead- 
ing townsmen. ‘The speakers were eminently representative, including the 
Bishoy of the diocese, (the member for the borough,) Mr. Lewis I'ry, M.P-, as 
well as the Roman Catholic Bishop of Clifton, and the Rey. Arnold Thomas 
representing the Independents.: The Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol 
moved a resolution identical in terms with the first resolution at the London 
Guildhall, affirming that “the principle of religious liberty shoull be re- 
cognised by every Christian community.” The entire proceedings seem to 
have been conducted on the same lines, This is the fourth occasion on 
which the present Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol has, during the period of 
his episcopacy, identified himself with the cause of the emancipation of the 
Jewish race. It is nearly nineteen years since, in June 1872, Dr. Ellicott 
addressed the meeting, which was held in the Egyptian Hall of the Mansion 
House, called at the instigation of the late Sir Francis Goldsmid, on the 


suggestion of Sir John (then Serjeant) Simon, on behalf of the Jews in| 


Roumania. That meeting was the first of its kind, but was convened by the 
Lord Mayor without a signed requisition. Ten years later came the memorable 
meeting, on February Ist, 1882, held in the same hall, to protest against the 


- persecution of the Jews in Russia. The Bishop of Gloucester and Bristol 


was one of those who signed the requisition in response to which Lord Mayor 
Whittaker Ellis convened that meeting. And last but not least this 
same prelate was-one of the six who signed the requisition asking Lord 
Mayor Savory to convene the great meeting, which is so fresh in the public 


—recoliection. Few Bishops have occupied a seat on the Episcopal Bench for 


so long a term of years, Dr. Ellicott having been appointed to the diocese oi 
Gloucester and Bristol in the year 1863. It is gratifying to note the con- 
sistency with which his Lordship has pleaded for our race. The late Bishop 
of St. David's (the eminent Dr. Thirlwall), and the late Archbishop of 
Janterbury (Dr. ‘Lait, at that time Bishop of London) were the two prelates 
who signalised their sacred oflice by supporting, both by speech and by vote, 


every measure which came before the House of Lords for the removal of 


Jewish disabilities. Bishop Ellicott deserves to be gratefully remembered 
for his repeated efforts on behalf the emancipation of our brethren in Russia 
and Roumania. The ardour and the eloquence with which the present Bishop 
of Ripon took part in the Guildhall demonstration on December 10th last, 


testified that he, too, among the recently created prelates, is zealous for the 
cause of religious liberty. | . 


— 


The January Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration Fand 
contains many noteworthy items. Herr Schick’s description of the ancient 
aqueducts of Jerusalem is of peculiar interest to us now when a scheme is 
about to be carried out to supply the Holy City with water by means of 
these very same aqueducts.. Equally interesting in another way are the 
remarks of the Rev. Dr. Winslow, Vice-President, for the United States, of 
the Egypt Exploration Fund, on the experiment recently made at Mounts 
Gerizim and Ebal, in order to ascertain if the blessings and curses proclaimed 
there, in accordance with the 27th chapter of Deuteronomy, could really have 

been heard by the multitude assembled at the foot of the mountains. We 
have already noticed in these columns the wonderful confirmation of the 
Scriptural narrative which has been thus supplied. Dr. Winslow states that he 
himself, in the year 1880, while engaged in scientific and archeological work 


_ In the Holy Land, made a similar experiment. On a perfectly clear and still 


day in spring he stationed two persons on Mount Ebal, and he himself and 
an attendant stood on Mount Gerizim, whilst several persons remained in the 
va'ley between the two mountains. ‘* We who read,” he says, “ were some 
700 feet above our little audience. We had arranged visuai signals to indi- 
cate when our party was to begin and end reading, lest the other party 


should not know when to ‘take tp the tale,’ or even the audience when to 


say the amens. But no signal was needed. Not only did the audience hear 
our words distinctly and we their amens, but each speaker heard the words 
of the other speaker shot across a distance of nearly half-a-mile.” We may 
point out that the same experiment with similar results was made some years 
ago by Canon Tristram, who found that ‘a single voice might be heard by 
many thousands shut in and conveyed up and down by the enclosing hills.” 
‘In the early morning,” he says, ‘we could not only see from Gerizim a 
man driving his ass down a path on Mount Ebal, but could hear every word 
_ he uttered as he urged it ; and in order to test the matter more certainly, on 
a subsequent occasion two of our party stationed themselves on opposite 


sides of the valley, and with perfect ease ‘recited the Commandments 
antiphonally.” | 


It seems extraordinary that even in these day3 when, with a little 
trouble, it 13 possible to ascertain whether certain incidents in the Bible could 
possibly have taken place, so many so-called Biblical crities are content to 
question the historical accuracy of these incidents, and as Professor Huxley 
himself admits, ‘deal with them in no voice more articulate than a smile, 
and in no attitude more intellectual than a shrug.” The Duke of Argyll, in

his powerful article in the last number of the Vineteenth Century, bring’ 
forward scientific proof as to the possible truth of the Biblical narrative of 
the Deluge; and Professor Huxley’s derisive denial of it is shown to be of 
no scientific value whatever. Ridicule is easy enough, but it is no argument } 
and before using this weapon to laugh away a statement, it is worth wnil® 
first to ascertain if the statement is really ridiculous, or if it possesses any 
verisimilitude. The class of critics to which we are alluding have ere now 
cited the Biblical record of Moses having seen the Promised Land from 
Mount Nebo, as a proof of the untrastworthiness of the Biblical writer, but 
they should first have taken the trouble to find ont if the fact recorded were 
really impossible, The late Laurence Oliphant, in his work, ‘ The 
Land of Gilead,” gives an account of the enormous range of vision on a 
clear day from one of the mountiins of Gilead ; and establishes 
the fact, beyond a doubt, that the Biblical narrative, at all events in this 
instance, is free from exaggeration. Scientific research and _ intellectual 
inquiry, instead of undermining the foundations of the sacred writings and 
bringing the whole edifice toppling to the ground, are, on the contrary, day 
by day proving that the superstructure is strong enough to stand against 
the waves of adverse criticism, seeing that it is built upon the firm rock of 
truth. | 


THE RABBINATE. 


After a protracted sitting on Tuesday evening, the Executive Committee of 
the United Synagogue adopted the Report to the Council on the Election of a 
Chief Rabbi, the duties and emoluments of the office, &c. The voluminous 
Report is substantially the same as that drafted by the Sub-Committee appointed 
for the purpose, an outline of which was given in last ‘week's Jewish Chronicle 
A full history is given of the proceedings which have taken place since the death | 
of the late Chief Rabbi. The Recommendations of the Executive Committee are 


Classified under three heads : (1) Mode of Election, (2) Emoluments, and (3) 


Powers and Duties. | , 

The formal Recommendations submitted to the Council of the United Syna- 
gogue for. adoption ate to the following effect: That the mode of election be 
analogous to that adopted at the last election of a Chief Rabbi ; each synagogue 
contributing to the Chief Rabbi's Fund electing a delegate with voting power 
proportionate to the contributions of the bodies represented. [The twelve dele- 
gates to be appointed by the constituent congregations of the United Synagogue 
would thereby have 218 votes ; and theother congregations a total of about 50 
votes]. The meeting of the delegates will be convened by the President of the 
United Synagogue. 

The salary of the Chief Rabbiis to be £2,000 per annum, to cover all ex- 
penses incidental to the office. He “shall be required to have a house as a 
residence with an office in the City, as near as practicable to the East End of 


London.” The whole of the salary is to be paid to him direct by the. United 


Synagogue, the subscriptions from contributing congregations heretofore paid to 
the Chief Rabbi’s Fund being paid by them to the United Synagogue. [The 
effect of this clause will be the abolition of the body known as the Chief Rabbi's 
Board, which met, usually, once a year only, to pass the annual accounts}. The 
Chief Rabbi is to initiate and carry on a regular system of visitation to the 
several Provincial Synagogues. The Chief Rabbi shall, when required, perform 
marriages for members of the Metropolitan Synagogues. . Authorisations for 
marriages and M?3P for a Shochet are to.be given without fee for contributing 
synagogues, but a fee of not less than one guinea is to be paid by non-contributing 
synagogues. 

* The Chief Rabbi shall on no.account denounce O°} (anathema) against any . 
person, neither shall he deprive any member of his religious rights in the syna- 
gogue.” | 
is The only important addition made by the Executive Committee to the Draft 
Report is a clause to the effect that whilst all the rights and privileges mentioned 
in Clause 3 of the Deed of Foundation of the United Synagogue are reserved to 
the Chief Rabbi, attention is drawn to clause 12 of the Deed which gives power 
to the Council (called the ‘“ Vestry” in the Act and Deed) to vary the terms of 
the Deed in manner therein provided. 3 | 

A second Dayan is recommended to be appointed by the United Synagogue 
at a salary of £400 per annum. 


With regard to proposals for future modifications in the ritual 


‘it is recommended that whenever a question shall be raised by the Board of 


Management or Committee of a synagogue contributing to the support of the 
oftice of Chief Rabbi as to any proposed alteration in the form of worship or 
ritual, the Chief Rabbi shall consult upon such question with a Committee to be 


convened by him and to consist of the Preachers of the Metropolitan and Pro- 


vinzial (contributing) Congregations, unless he shall deem it proper to authorise 
such alteration without consultation with the proposed Committee. 


The adhesion of the several bodies not connected with the United Synagogue 
is to be invited to the recommendations above-mentioned. |

I should hail a service on Friday evening in 
winter, and on Sabbath afternoon in summer, or at any time on any day that 
worshippers could and would assemble, But what I think is fraught with danger 
ig a special and distinct and separate service for girls and women. This would 
he an acknowledgment and a perpetuation of the pernicious error Which has so 
jong prevailed that the religious obligations of the sexes are different. 

In the name of the women of Israel, I indignantly and emphatically declare 
this an erroranda wrong. They are full sharers in the Law of Sinai, sharers in 
the duties and privileges of Judaism, sharers in the mission accorded to cur race, 
sharers in the glorious future assured to us by our God. 

The worship fit for men is the worship fit for women. The prayer, the 
praise, the supplication, the former offer up, are the prayer, the praise and the 
supplication the latter can best render. Divine worship is the communion of the 
human soul with its Maker. There is no sex in the divine spark within us. There 
‘s no male soul and female soul. Men and women can and should worship God 
together.

DISCORDANT SERVICES.

51R,—Allow me to express in your columns my deep regret that anything I 
have written should have given offence to the Rev. Isaac S. Meisels, for whom I 
entertain a personal regard. I have attended the service at the Maiden Lane 
Synagogue several times, but not during the ministrations of Mr. Meisels. I have 
no doubt the service has improved under him.

Lastly, the service as at present conducted is in my judgment intensely discordant 
for the strongest of all reasons, namely, that the majority of o r ministers and of 
those who manage the affairs of the synagogue fully realize how unsatisfactory the 
present system 1s, but have not the courage and determination to declare * We 
will alter it. So they keep the old system knowing that it is unattractive, and 
perfectly conscious that it does not meet the special spiritual demands of this 
generation. Some of the most regular attendants at synagogue go there froma 


sense of public duty to prevent the institution falling, but not because they derive 
spiritual solace and religious help. 


Now these are facts which no honest mind can dispute. They are 


admitted on all hands. Among the arguments used in support of main- 
taining the present method of conducting the service, 1 have never 
heard it alleged that that method satistied the spiritual requirements of this 
particufar generation, It may satisfy the spiritual requirements of Mr. Meisels 
and some of his colleagues in the ministry, anda few laymen of the older cener- 
ation, partly from the force of habit, but that is the utmost that can be truthfully 
asserted. 

Now, in these circumstances, what are Mr. Meisels and those who think with 
him going to do ? I believe that they are honestly pursuading themselves that it 
is their duty to ignore the feeling and the requirements of the younger veneration 
of which Ispeak. They hold the conviction that what suited past eenerations 
ought to suit the present one. Herein dies the fallacy. It jenores the facts of 
change, of adaptability, of new standards of education, and of the tremendous 
force of the influences which work upon a generation born with freedom of 
religious and social life in contrast to the force of those other influences: which 
worked upon generations who lived under conditions of disability. civil and 
religious. 

Thirty years ago, and of course fifty years ago, the conditions were not the 
same as they are to-day. It is fatal to treat them as though they were. In 
your admirable Leader of ‘this day you speak fearlessly of an “attractive” 
service. An attractive service must be had if this new generation and the one. 
immediately to follow are not to glide away from the synagogue. The religiously 
disposed portion will lapse into varying forms of Christianity, and the others into 
a condition of mind which may be expressed as a life without God. Tf resistance 
to reasonable changes (afterall in outward forms not in Judaism itself), is pushed 
on and on, thove who do so will bave to answer for the consequences. Life is 
pitifully short, and we are rapidly passing from youth to middle life and on to 
old age. And [ do not hesitate to say in these columns that a weighty responsi- 
bility rests on the shoulders of those who lend a deaf ear to the earnest appeal 
of the younger generation for modifications in our ritual. 7 

It will be said that the well-known reform movement in London has not pro- 
duced the desired results. That is quite true. But if it had not taken place, 
what then ? The Jewish community would be smaller than it is, and it would 
have been bereft of many elements which it could ill spare. A better reform is 
possi bie, and a wider reform is demanded now.

A PLEA FOR A CLERICAL CONFERENCE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—A month has now elapsed since you published my letter on this subject. 
In the interval two of: my colleagues have expressed their views on the sugges- 
tion I then made, and their letters have materially strengthened the case I put 
before them. No dissenting voice has been raised and as the subject is one on 
which all Jewish ministers cannot fail to have an opinion, I feel sure if any 
opposition had been felt it would have been duly and forcibly expressed. That 
the lay leaders of the community are evidently in sympathy witn my proposal is 


to be seen from the exhaustive Report on the Rabbinate and Beth Din which. 


will doubtless be adopted by the Executive Committee of the United Synagogue 
before this letter appears in your columns, The following sentence froin this 
Report entirely covers the ground of the Rev. J. F. Stern's recent letter on this 
subject. “The community can boast of many ministers qualified to give 
opinions on questions of Synagogue Ritual and Practice, who, being in touch 
with their congregants, will be enabled to express their wishes, and thus discuss 
such suggestions with the Chief Rabbi.” | 

The Council will, therefore, be asked to adopt the following important 
Resolution : “ That whenever a question shall be raised by the Board of Manage- 
ment or Committee of a Synagogue as to any proposed alteration in the form of 


worship or. ritual thereat, the Chief Rabbi shall consult upon such question with 


a Committee to be convened by him, and to consist of the preachers of the 
Metropolitan and Provincial Congregations contributing to the support of the 
office of Chief Rabbi, unless he shall deem it proper to authorise such alteration 
without consultation with the proposed Committee.”” Toe adoption of this 
Resolution will at once give the ministers an official status with regard to all 
ritua! questions, and will render it even more necessary that they should meet in 
conference among themselves for the purpose of discussing any proposition upon 
which the Chief Rabbi may think proper to consult them. A few days ago a 
Christian friend who was someshat surprised to learn that Jewish ministers at 
present hold no conferences, called my attention, to the following paragraph 
which appeared recently in several church papers :—" A number of clergy and 
dissenting ministers in London have formed themselves into what they call a 
* Fraternal Union,” and will meet once a month at the houses of the members 
for the purpose of holding friendly intercourse, aud also discussing theological, 
social, and other subjects from time to time, The great object in view, it is 
said, is the promotion of a greater spirit of unity among Christian ministers of 
every shade of opinion.” Itis such a Conference as this that I advocate, and no 
more opportune moment for its formation can be found than the installation of the 
new Chief Raobi to whom, I feel sure, Jewish ministers of every shade. of 
opinion will be desirous of presenting an address of welcome and corgratulation.

BREAD, MEAT AND COAL TICKETS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—I notice in your last valuable issue W.S. writes that he is surprised to 
find some members of the Committee (being local tradesmen) make the tickets 
available only to themselves, and charging high prices for low quality articles 
they get a very remunerative interest on their so-called “ charity.” Some years ago 
I called attention through your interesting paper to the following facts, and trust 
my again doing so may be the means of more cere being taken in the distribution 
of those tickets. On the last occasion some reforms were made in the Society. 
I then directed attention to the fact that some of the Committee used the tickets 
for their own benetit, others for the use of their own poor families, whom it was 
their duty to help; that a system of begging for tickets prevails from habitual 
beggars, who in many instances se// the tickets to the tradesmen at a reduced 
price in preference’to taking the Bread, Meat or Coals, which the donors thought 
they needed.

: WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 

On Sunday last the Annual General Meeting of the contributors to the West. 
minster Jews’ Free School was held at the Iastitution, Hanway Place, Oxford 
Street; Mr. Louis Davidson, President, in the chair. ae 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance-sheet, said 
that the finances of the schools were in a most unsatisfactory condition. They were 
in debi to the bankers to the amount of £400, and £1,200 was required to maintain 
the efliciency of the schools during the current year. He could not avoid finding 
fault with the community at the attitude it maintained towards the schools. Their 
continued existence, in spite of the predilection which many had in favour of un- 
denominational schools, had been deemed by the community to be a necessity, and 
yet they were seriously neglected. If the Westminster Jews Free Schools ceased 
to exist the children would be absorbed into a number of Board Schools, and would 
then have no chance of an adequate Hebrew and religious*training ; their Judaism 
would suffer in consequence. The public had liberally contributed towards the 
cost of re-building the school, but had not made provision for its efficient main. 
tenance. Their last prize distribution was a highly successful function ; & number 
of ladies and gentlemen unconnectei with the school were present: every en- 
comium was passed upon its work, but there the notice ended. He was aware that 
a number «f prominent members of the community were opposed on what they 
were pleased to call “ principle ” to denomivational schools, but such principles were 
very narrow-minded and would be better pocketed. If the public considered that 
the school should continue its work, it was their undoubted duty to finaneially 
place it in a position to do so; if on the other hand it was held to be unnecessary, 
the public should indicate that opinion in a decided manner, and the managers would 
then know the position in which they stood. Tae managers were always begging, 
more or less ineffectually, for funds, and this was neither dignified for the school 
nor creditable to the community. ‘The Committee had to depend upon an occa- 
tional windfall such as the legacy of £250 just received from the late Mr. A. Ralph, 
of Plymouth, but unfortunately they were not in a position to fand their legacies. 
He asked the community to scrutinise the work accomplished by the school. The 
education was good, the tone of the scholars excellent; in fact, everything was 
satisfactory except the finances. The managers were unable even to give their 
teachers the promotion they deserved, and some of them left for other institutions. 
He appealed particularly for subscriptions. Oaly £800 a year was required to in- 
sure the efficiency of theschool, and this sum was comparatively trifling. He asked 
the community to remember that education of the young was an important branch 
of charity. He entreated the public to arise from the indifference with which they 
regarded the schoo's, and by contributing annually to its tuads to make the task of 
the managers, tot more congenial, but less anxious. 

Mr. Henry Lucas, in seconding the adoption of the report and balance sheet, 
said that children attending the school came from far and near, and if it were 
closed the children would be absorbedin from ten to twenty differently situated 
Board Schools. The community could not expect the School Board to maintain 
Jewish schools. although they practically did so in the Jewish quarters. Nor could 
the community expect the Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge to provide Hebrew Classes a: from ten or twenty additional schools, for 
the cost of an efficient teaching staff would aggregate almost to as much as. the 


amount required for the maintevance of the Westminster Jews’ Free School. 


would thus be seen that the continued existence of those schools was unquestionably 
a communal necessity. 

Mr. H. H. Coins suggested that appeals in aid of the schools might be made 
frou the pulpits of the We-t End Synagogues, that employers of labour in the 
neighbourhood should te asked to receive collecting boxes ; and that a “ Free 
Schools Sabbath” in aid of the fands of the general free educational institutions 
in the community should be held on a plan similar to *‘ Hospital Sabbath.” 

Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN said that be did not look for great results from pu'pit 
appeals, for the attendance at synagogue was utterly disproportionate to the mem- 
bership. He was surprised at the indifference with which large sestions of the 
community regarded the communal educational and charitable organisations. When 
recently canvassing in aid of the Board of Guardians, he found that numbers 
limited their charitable contributions to their local poor rates, and he presumed 


that they equally regarded the School Board rate as sufficient contribution to public | 


education. It was a discouraging fact, but one which thecommunity should face. 
The Report and Balance-shret were then adopted. The report stated that there 
were 259 boys and 23% girls respectively, as against 268 boys and 240 girls during 
the preceding year. The average attendance was: Boys, 181°6; girls, 1694 ; infants, 
979: there were presented for examination, 148 boys, 148 girle, and 106 infants. 
The Government Grant amounted to £158 l6s. 3d. In eddition to the subjects re- 
quired by the Government Code, classes have been held with great success in needle- 
work and cookery for the girls, and incarpentry for the boys, A new class in Short- 
hand has been commenoced, the expenses for the present being borne by Mr. Leonard 


L. Cohen. The winter dinners had been greatly apreciated by the pupils, no 


leas than 10,000 having been distributed@duriog the past year. It was deemed acvis- 
able to consult aspecialist concerning the eyesight of the children, and Dr. M. Guan 
examined them. In his report he pointed out that there was a considerable amount 
of ophthalmia in the s:hool, and suggested various remedies. Of the pupils, 67 paid 
3d., 74 under 3d., whilst 356 were admittted free. An abstract of the balance sheet 
appeared in the Jewish Chronicle of January 30th.

THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUR. 


Next Tuesday will be “ Budget night " at the Council of the United Syna-

ex ted Synagogue. Before entering into details, one paragraph in the 
at me rs’ Report deserves special reference. for some reason, since the amal- 
Tressure’ legacies either to the local congregation or to the United Synagogue 
sagen diminishing almost to vanishing point.

Under the new Financial Arrange- 
chocinag ase legacies may now be made for the exclusive benefit of any par- 
oma synagogue, yet during the past three years only five such bequests have 
seal received amounting in the aggregate to the comparatively insignificant 
amount of under £100, The Treasurers point, out: When it borne in mind is 
shat during the period under review the Constituent Synagogues have lost through 
Joath many members in affluent circumstances who in their lifetime had, by 
their material and moral support helped to promote the welfare of the synagogue 
itmust be assumed that the dearth of Legacies is due to no unfriendlines, but 
ust be attributed to the want, of information as to the advantages which their 
enecial Place of Worship would der ive from the receipt of a Legacy. The records 
of the older synagogues teem with the names of inembers who have made 
benefactions, and. the Treasurers believe that if the local managers would im- 
press upon their many liberal supporters that Legacies left to a particular syna- 
gogue are devoted specially to the benelit of that congregation, a better result than 
hitherto would be achieved. 

The importance of this matter of Legacies is enhanced by the shrinkage 
inthe Funded Property of the United Synagogue, At the date of the amalyania- 
tion it was £39,169. It now stands at L248, a decrease of nearly £10,000. 
During the current year a further inroad will be made by the sale of stock 
‘wards the erection of the Hampstead Synagogue, Of course, the greater part 
of the stock has been sold out for the erection of hew synagogues which have 
helped to strengthen, financially and morally, the U nion ; but the recoupment of 
stock is a slow process, and new demands are always arising. 

Coming, now, to the details of the Accounts, the following Table gives a 
Soumary of the Income and Expenditure of the United Synagogue and Consti- 
tuent Synagogues for 1800, eliminating all items (such as Burial Rates) which 
appear on both sides of the Account and including items for which stock was 
sold out.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN GERMANY, 
FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, 

Feprvary isr, 1891. 
fhe Protest against anti-Semitisin, about which I

* An odious attack is continued against our Jewish fellow-citizens. which is 
contrary to the historical cevelopmeut of our country and its position amongst 


civilised nations, In widely circulated pamphleta, newspapers and brochures, the 
Jews are most g¥ossly insulted and standered, simply because they are Jews,

~ although the State has granted them fu/! political equality. They are represented 


as ‘‘aliens, and as a people endangering the moral basis of the Stato aad Society. 
The abolition of political equelity iathe aim of the anti-Sewitie agitation. ‘To look 
on indifferently and inactively would be a fatal neglect. In some parta of the 
Fatherland the anti-Semitic agitation has penetrated several districts, especially 
the villages ; the agitators are busily engaged in spreading it in other parts also. 
German Princes and statesmen have condemned the pernicious and un-Christian- 
like practices of the anti-Semites, but it is an affair of bonour for the German 
nationand especially for us (/risticns,to promptly putan end toit. The undersiened., 
who are members of different religions and po.itical parties have founded a society 
for averting anti-Semitism. They will oppose the anti-Semitic agitation in word 
‘and deed. They will neither conceal or excuse real transgressions—and impro- 
pricties—but will endeavour to remove or settle them by positive influence and 
more especially by economic measures, We beg our fellow-citizens, irrespective of 
party and religion, to assist our endeavours and to join the society.” 

Of the signatures attached to this ‘Protest,’ which all belong to 
Christians, the following should be specially mentioned :—Von Forckenbeck, 
Chief Burgomaster of Berlin ; Hobrecht, ex-Minister of State: Dr. von Gneist, 
Professor,and Wirklicher Geheimer Ober-justizrath; Dr. A. W. von Hofmann, Pro- 
fessor of Chemistry in Berlin; Dr. Batunbach, Vice-President of the Reichstag and 
Chief Burgomaster of Danzig; Professor Mommesen, Secretary of the Academy of 
Sciences, Berlin ; Baron Schenck von Stautlenberg, member of the Reichstag ; 
‘Dr. Heinrich Rickert, member of the Reichstag ; the celebrated poets, Dr. Gustav 
Freytag, Wiesbaden, Friedrich ‘von Bodenstedt, Wiesbaden, Dr. Paul Heyse, 
Munich. ‘The other signatures belong also to celebrated men in Science 
Art, to teachers and representative inen in law and commerce. There are 
82 members of Pariiament, 60 Professors, 22 Chief Burgomasters and Burgo 
masters, 54 Lawyers, and Counsellors of Justice, 17 Doctors, 20 Clergymen, 25 
Principals and teachers, The other 200 consist of Commerzienrathe, merchants, 
bankers, &c,. 

The above-mentioned ‘* Protest” is very pleasing, and gives great. satis- 
faction to us Jews, for it shows us that our good cause is not lost. As long as 


and 


such celebrated men care that right shall and must be right, the disgraceful* 


agitation of the anti-Semites will not succeed. In the strugele of right and 
truth, against wrong and untruth, victory has always been on the side of truth, 
and so it will be now. Butrit is necessary to limit the ruinous influence of the 
anti-Semites, and not to allow them to poison the mind of the peopl: through the 
distortion of the truth. The latter has happened. Since the pulpit has been 
forbidden to the anti-Semites they go into the country, incite the country people 
and peasants against us Jews, telling them incessantly in meetings and in widely 
circulated newspapers and pamphlets, that wherever and however misfortune 
happens, it is the fault of the Jews. In the country the. anti-Semitic agitators 
have gained much ground, especially in the Grand-Duchy of Hesse, where the 
agitation has assumed a dangerous character, and it is time that it should be 
opposed. 

A few days ago I was in Hesse. I[ had hoped that the orders of the 
Government to teachers and to the clergy as well as to the counsels for the Crown 


-(Staatsanwailte) would have had a salutary influence. But it is worse there than 


ever. In Darmstadt and in all the villages in its envifons meetings are held 
twice a week by the anti-Semites, and many thousand copies of new anti-Semitic 
pamphlets are issued, which surpass in invectives against the Jews many things 
previously written. They endeavour to prove by forged passages froin the 
Talmud, that the Jews are allowed to practise every badness on the Chmistians, 
and thus the anti-Semites carry the hatred against the Jews into the widest circles 
of the people. But things are going to be changed. The society for averting 
anti-Semitism commenced its activity by the Abgeordneten , Dr. Rickert 
coming to Frankfort-on-Main, and convening there persons of confidence 
from the whole of Hesse. At the numerously attended meeting held 
in Frankfort. it was resolved to send itinerant teachers, men well fitted 
for this task, into the country to oppose the false doctrines of the anti- 
Semitie agitators, and to instruct the peasants as well as the Jews. The society 
will also establish Joan-banks, in order to abolish usury, and found in Frankfort- 
on-Main aunion for legal assistance (Rechts-Schittzverein) to settle disputable 
matters. and to take care that everywhere justice is preserved for the Jews. For 
us Jews it is a duty of honour to assist these endeavours. And if even from 
many quarters money is pouring in, the society for averting anti-Semitism can 
only accomplish great things, if still greater means are atits command, the more 
work it cando. ‘Therefore, it.is to be fervently hoped that the Jews in England 
will help these aims, so worthy of recognition, and contribute liberally according 
to their means.

THE RABBINATE AND THE VETO. 


Arter a not unreasonable delay, profitably spent in preliminary investiga- 
tion, the haven of rest, if not of perfect content, is now in sight, in 
copnection with the complex Rabbinate Question. During the past year our 
readers have been enabled to watch the set of the various currents 
into which the agitated stream of communal opinion was divided. To 
some of the minor issues an importance was given, which probably appeared 
positively ludicrous to those unacquainted with the questions underlying them. 
The residence of the Caer Raper was conspicuously one of the moot points 
by which the community were led off the trail of almost vital principles. Yet 
there was much justification for Lord Rornscnit’s origiaal proposition. It 
has ended in a compromise that may prove to be workable but, like all 
half measures, scarcely commends itself to practical persons as a satisfactory 
solution. The future Rar will have an official residence in Finsbury, and 
will sleep, say, in Harley Street. The arrangement leaves the East End 
Problem just where it was. |

graduated scale of fees should be introduced, by which means non-subscribing 
congregations should pay directly for services rendered. 

Of far higher importance—transcending all others in fact—is the 
question of the personal veto. This point affects the constituent con- 
gregations of the United Synagogue beyond all others. Provincial syna- 
gogues, such as those of Liverp-ol, Birmingham, and Manchester, have 
practically taken the law into their own hands on more than one 
occasion, and if portents are to pe trusted, are likely to do so 
even more in the future than in the past, although ill-con- 
cealed endeavour may be made to take advantage of the present 
circumstances to tighten the fetters. As some delegates of Provincial Congre- 
gations pointed out at the Conference last year, they feel themselves quite 
competent to work out their own salvation in their own way, without the 
encumbering assistance of London. The United Synagogue cannot regard 
the future with so light a heart. The relations of the Chief Rabbi to the. 


Constituent Synagogues are of a far closer and more binding character. The 


Clauses defining them were struck out of the Act of Union as originally drafted, 


‘but they were included in a Deed of Foundation which has all the binding force 


of law until legally modified in the manner provided for in the Deed. A power 
of personal veto has thereby been given to the Chief Rabbi, which has hitherto’ 
been unknown in so extensive a diocese as that under the spiritual sway of 
the Chief Rabbi of the United Congregations of the British Jews. Even the 
Nasi (the Prince-President) of the Synhedrion had to submit to the opinions 
of the majority of his colleagues. When Rabban Gamarie., the descendant 
of Davin, and Nasi in Jabne, once assumed too much authority against 
the other members of the Beth Din, he was deprived of his‘office, which was 
restored to him on condition only that he should defer to the opinions of his 
colleagues. In ancient times questions of life and death were decided by 
the majority, and ritual questions in the present day must be of minor 
importance. In fact, our ritual is the outcome of Minhag, and Minhag is 
but another word for public opinion, Jewish history records attempts (for 
instance by the Rabbis in the four Provinces of Poland) to concentrate 
authority into the hands of one Rabbi, but they all proved failures. Some 
forty years ago it was desired to introduce a Chief Rabbinate into 
some of the German States, but the best minds amongst the Jews, 
including men of unimpeachable orthodoxy, objected, und the idea was 
abandoned. France, the Rabbis have rather a consultative 
than a decisive function in ritual questions ; the actual decision ° rest- 
ing with the Consistory, which is mainly composed of laymen. The idea 
of a purely personal veto finds no support in historical and traditional 
Judaism. The principle governing the whole matter is expressed quite 
clearly and emphatically in the Ethics of the Fathers in the name of Rabbi 
Ishmael : “ Judge not singly by thyself, for none ought to judge singly, but 
One; neither say authoritatively, ‘receive ye my opinion,’ for they are at 
liberty to accept it, but thou canst not compel them.” In face of this authori- 
tative statement it is idle to talk of individual judgment finding 
favour in Jewish history, or of reducing the Dayanim at the Beth Din 
to the mere position of ‘assessors.’ They are as competent to “ judge” as 
the “ Father of the Beth Din” himself. 

As a matter of expediency, probably the Executive Committee acted 
with discretion in not counselling the actual modification of the veto. In 
mutters affecting public worship, however, a decided check is to be provided 
to the arbitrary exercise of the veto. It is recommended that when theCom- 
mittee of a Synagogue desire to introduce any alteration in the ritual or 
mode of conducting public worship, the Chief Rakbi shall convene a Com- 
mittee to be composed of the Preachers of the several Synagogues contribu- 
buting to the Chief Rabbi's Fund. This body will have a consultative 
function only, and the final decision will rest solely with the Chief Rabbi. At 
any rate the concession that something moke than personal consideration 
by the Chief "Rabbi shall be given to a proposal to modify the Synagogue 
service is a step in the right direction. We regard this 
proposed Conference of Preachers as the germ of a spiritual force 
that will have an important influence in the future. Public opinion can be 
relied upon to prevent the views of the assembled preachers from being ignored. 
Much will depend upon the character of the elements of which the Conference 
will be composed. We are gradually filling our pulpits with men thoroughly 
competent by their learning and exalted spiritual aspirations to deal with the 
religious needs of modern times. Their formal consultation in matters con- 
cerning synagogue worship is a tardy recognition of the higher position 
obtained by our ministers in the present day. The commnnity may con- 
fidently look to them not to permit the consultative Conference to be reduced 
to a mere shadow of authority ; or to a convenient instrument for giving any 
renewed vitality to the doomed Personal Veto,

That the Jews are a musical people has long been admitted, and the question 
now is are the English a musical people ? The Jew, Rubinstein, who has some 
claims to authority, has been emphaticaily saying that they are not, and has 
ventured even to formulate his denial with numerical precision, He estimates 
the percentage of Germans who really love and understand music at fifty, of 
Frenchmen at sixteen, and of Englishmen at two. This is probably too severe ; 
but at any rate the fact remains that most of the — musical people in 
England are foreigners, and three of the most popular musicians, including the 
musician who has been invited by Mr. D’Oyly Carte to create English Opera, 
are Jews, or of Jewish origin—Cowen, Solomon, and Sullivan. Howsoever these 

things be, and however ill the English tonguemay lend itself to musical speech, 
a determined effort is now being made to cater for the English love of music 
or to create the love by supplying the demand. A large number of Jewish faces 
were to be seen both at the dress-rehearsal and at the premiére last Saturday 
night of ‘“ Ivanhoe.” Jewish interest in the experiment is undoubtedly stimulated 
by the accident of the first English opera being devoted to the story of the Jewish 
heroine whom the genius of Scott has made immortal. Miss Macintyre, to 
whom fell the creation of Rebecca (though she is relieved alternately in her 
arduous task by Miss Thudichum) has surmounted the difficulties of looking the 
part, and with the aid of a wig of Titian red fairly preserves the brunette 


associations of the character, though the loose-falling brown hair is a drawback. — 


Her head-dress is a turban of orange silk with a bird of paradise on one side, 
and she gleams in purple and gold like the cohorts of the Assyrian King. In the 


subsequent scenes she wears simply flowing white. She achieved a 
complete triumph, soaring into lofty soprano regions with sustained 
ease and brilliancy, even when, bY a rather thoughtless arrangement 


of the libretto, she -was compelled to pass on 
trying grand duet to some very protracted solo passages. Mr. Charles 
Copland played the minor part of Isaac of York. Of the literary merits of the 
libretto there can b4é no question. With the exception of Wagner's own libretti, 
and that of Verdi's “ Othello,” it jis the best piece of writing ever wedded to 
operatic music. The long absence of “ Ivanhoe” in the middle is a mistake, but 


on the whole Mr. Julian Sturgis has admirably performed his difficult task of 


condensing Scott's novel into small but dramatic compass, and the only faults 
that remain are those of stage-management, there being one scene in which the 
appearance of the besieged Torquilstone Castle is transformed with a rapidity 
which could only be really effected by dynamite: As our contemporaries have 
said enough, perhaps more than enough, of the production, we shall only call 
Naturally a 
good many of the Jewish episodes have been left but ; but we must at the start 
express our disappointment at Mr. Sturgis not having incorporated into his libretto 


one or two of the lyrics already supplied by Scott, notably the celebrated hymn — 


of Rebecca, commencing 


When Israel, of the Lord beloved, 
Out of the land of bondage came, 
Her father’s God before her moved, 
Anawful guide, in smoke and flame. 
It is, possible, however, Mr. Sturgis did not care to put his own verses into juxta- 
position with those of such a doughty competitor as Scott. But why does he go 
out of his way to throw into blank verse the fine Biblical passage : ‘“ The quiver 
rattleth—the glittering spear and the shield—the noise, of the captains and the 
shouting.” This is surely at least as stimulative of music as 
On, on they come, with bended bows triumphant ; 
On, on they drive, and now the quiver rattleth,. 
The noise of the captains and the shouting. 

The change is the more superfluous as the last verse does not scan. 
Indeed Mr. Sturgis has throughout adopted a varying length of line, hitherto 
only used in England in conjunction with rhymes, e.g., in odes generally, and in 
the poems of Mr. Coventry Patmore. If it is intended to imitate the Italian 
libretto, Mr. Sturgis has forgotten that this, too, is a rhymed composition. Isaac 
of York comes on the scene early (indeed, on Saturday night before the pit had 
settled down in silence) and craves food and shelter of Cedric, Thane of 
Rotherwood. 

Isaac of York am I, a Jew, but poor, 
And poorest shelter all I dare to ask. 

A Christian contemporary has, with a show of knowledge, pointed out that 
the librettist is at fault in making Isaac and Rebecca speak of “ Jehovah’” which 
no Jew would do. This, however, is Scott's mistake, and Mr. Sturgis has only 
copied his original. Isaac appears again in scene 2, but Rebecca does not make 
her entry till scene 3, which is that of the lists at Ashby during the second day of 


the tournament. Her first words are tinged with the pathetic humility of an 
oppressed race : 


Most gracious prince, ae, | 
- Nearest the earth best fits our hapless race. 
Her first opportunity comes in Act ii., scene 3, in the Turret Chamber, in Tor- 
quilstone. Ulrica presages death for Rebecca, and then she gives utterance to an 
impassioned prayer, which the composer has provided with a beautiful melody of 
a veritably Jewish character : 
Lord of our chosen race, 
In hour of deep distress 
And utter loneliness, 
I lift weak hands and pray Thee of Thy grace, | 
Guard me, Jehovah, guard me. 
The Oriental character of the air is intensified by the orchestral accompaniment 


in which harp and reed figure largely. This is one of the most effective numbers 
in the opera. | 


Immediately upon this Sir Brian de Bois-Guiibert enters, and declares his 
passion, and here ensues the greatest duet in the opera, Sir Arthur Sullivan, on 
the whole, rising to the height of the dramatic situation, which comes to a climax 
when Rebecca leaps upon -the parapet and threatens to commit suicide, exclaim- 
ing, in a perhaps unnecessarily fortissimo passage— 3 

Never! The God of Abraham 

Opens a path of safety, 

Even from the pit of infamy. 

Stand back, proud man! if thou but stir, 

T will leap down to earth; and thou shalt know 
_ The Jewish girl wou'd rather yield her soul 

To God than trust her honour to the Templar. 


Rather would I go forth to mourn my life 
With Jephtha’s daughter on the lonely hills, 
Than sit with thee on thy imperial throne. i 
The bugle sounds. Exit Brian, Rebecca kneels in prayer, and the seeond 
act closes amid the wild enthusiasm of the audience. The third act ends rather

CHILDREN'S HAPPY EVENINGS. 


— 


‘The Rev. Dr. Adler preached at the Bayswater Synagogue on Saturday last, 
on the duty of infusing some light and warmth into the dull, colourless ani 
monotonous lives of the masses. : 
who have thought on the subject, that there is a notable flaw in our system of 
education for our poor children ; it is too inadequate and one-sided. While the 
children of the rich are taught to play as well as te work, the children of the poor 
are only trained to toil and to labour. But we all know how necessary recreation 
-——wise and healthful recreation—is both for the body and for the mind. When 
the prophet summons up theimage of happiness which will prevailin Jerusalem, the 
restored and the re-built, he says: “And the streets of the city shall be filled 
with boys and girls playing in the streets thereof.” This, however, would hardly 
be applicable to the streets of London. Those who are familiar with the sights 
and sounds which the streets present in some of the lowest and poorest parts of 
the metropolis, will agree: that they are not suitable playgrounds for children, 
And how with regard to the homes ? Surely, the one or two rooms occupied by 
families of seven or eight or nine are not appropriate for noisy and loud gaines, 
such as children delight in. Some philanthropists, therefore, conceived the 
excellent idea that the school buildings which during the day are devoted to work 
and lessons, should be consecrated in the evenings to recreation and play. Tie 
experiment was tried—and it at once proved successful—that, two hours in the 
evening, at intervals of a fortnight, should be spent in gansés and dancing, story- 
telling, and singing, all attempts at regular lesson-giving being kept well out of 
view. A little pupil at the end of the first entertainment explained in glee, “©! 
what a happy evening have we had.” From this circumstance the movement is 
entitled ‘“‘ Children’s Happy Evenings Association.” [was present at one of these 
gatherings, and was Seorily sutareatad in all that I saw and heard. The enter- 
tainment took place at a Board School, situated in one of the poorest and most 
disreputable districts of London. The children, on whom education had already 
begun to exercise its magic influence, looked tidy, clean and intelligent. They 
were divided in separate class-rooms; in one the children were indulging in a 
pleasant romp, with all the delight and energy of their nature, not restrained 
but wisely directed by one of the supervisors. Ina second room the little ones 
were listening to songs, heartily joining in the chorus. In a third those inclined 
for quiet games were amusing themselves with draughts and dominoes, puzzles 
and drawing-slates ; whilst in a fourth room the pupils were eagerly listening 
to a fairy tale pleasantly told. There was not a moment's break. The two 
hours must have sped away like a pleasant dream. Now, why should not these 
happy evenings be introduced at our schools? There is only one thing we need 
—not so much money, for money plays but a subordinate réle in connection 
with this Association. We require enthusiastic and intelligent helpers ; young 
men and women who will come down to the schools in the East and teach thie 
children how to enjoy themselves. For it is sad to find that in the poorest parts 
of London, the children know nothing whatever of games or amusements. We 
want supervisors to dance, to sing and play music to them ; to amuse them by 
d,ssolving views, by conjuring tricks, and by the telling of entertaining stories 


a nd fairy tales. We require such amateur helpers, for you will agree with me_ 


that we have no right to call upon teachers, who are so hard worked during the 
day, to undertake the task of amusing the children in the evening. We are 
desirous of commencing these happy evenings at our Free School, that great 
institution which educates the bulk of our children in the East. The head 
teachers have signified their cordial assent to the scheme, for they believe that 


an invitation to these entertainments will serve as an incentive to the scholars ~ 


to be regular and assiduous in their attendance. We hope, later on, to extend 
the movement to our other Communal Schools and to the Board Schools in the 
East. In order to enable us to do this, we require a great number of helpers. 
I ask all young men and women willing to assist in this work to come to my 
house to-morrow afternoon. Depend upon it, brothers and sisters, the good you 
will do to our poor school-children will re-act upon yourselves ; the sunshine 
and comfort you will bring into their lives will be reflected within your own 
hearts. By your ministrations of kindness you will secure for yourselves happy 


days and happy evenings. You will redeem your life from emptiness, and thus 
assist in working God’s will upon earth. 


In response to Dr. Adler's invitation over eighty ladies and gentlemen met 
at his house on Sunday afternoon, including Mr. L. B. Abrahams, Vice-Master, 
and Miss Lipman, the Head Mistress of the Jews’ Free School. As a result of 
the proceedings, which were very enthusiastic, a Committee was formed, and it 
was determined to introduce the ‘‘ Happy Evenings” at once at the Free School. 
The season will commence on Wednesday, the 25rd inst., when the Government 
Inspection at the Free School will have concluded. A large number of helpers 
have enrolled themselves. 

_ We understand that Lord Rothschild, with his usual munificence, has pro- 
mised Dr. Adler to defray the expenses for the first year of the Hay 1 
at the Free School.

He had also seen Sir James Fergusson, the Under Secretary of A

interference in the internal affairs of the Russian Government. It should not be 
forgotten that the British position was different from that of the United States, for

ussia. Representations from this country to Russia were not likely to have any 
effect, but there were two countries in which, owing to political reasons, action on 
behalf the Russian Jews would have better chances of success, These countries were 
France and the United States. 

Mr. E. H. p'Aviapor informed the Council that he was able to state on excel- 
lent authority, which for obvious reasons he could not divulge, that the effect which 
had been anticipated by some persons, that in consequence of the agitation in this 
country the oppression of the Russian Jews would be increased rather than dimi- 
nished, had not been confirmed by results, On the contrary, the stand taken here 
had had a great effect in Russia. At first the Guildhall Meeting had produced 
some irritation, but when this irritation had cooled down, the administrators of the 
Russian Government began to consider without passion whether there was not 


some show of reason for the attacks made upon that Government. This should be an — 


encouragement tocontinue working on the lines first laid down by Sir Julian Goldsmid, 
of continually bringing the subject before the British public. By so doing, an effect 
would eventually be produced in Russia, and if some of the severest restrictions 
on the Jews in that country were not immediately abrogated, they would, it was

_ Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID mentioned to the meeting the eorrespondence at present 
being carried on in the Guardian between Mr. Oswald Simon—who had upheld the 
Jewish cause with great ability, and who had one occasion been supported with 
much credit by the Rev. Isidore Harris—and Mr. Birkbeck. He invited Russian 
scholars to study the passage respecting alleged repudiation of their families vy 
converts to Christianity, quoted by Mr. Birkbeck, for the Jewish people did not wish 
to base their case, which was sufficiently strong, on misrepresentations. Relative to 
the memorial of theGuildhall Meeting, he was in a position to state that the 
document, which had been cirefully revised by the Lord Mayor himself, had pro- 
duced a very good effect in Russia. 


Mr. F.D. MocaTTA endorsed the stitements of previous speakers as to the 


favourable—or rather, he would say, negatively favourable—impression created in 


Russia by the Guildhall Meeting. That meeting was likely to produce good fruit, 
but in the future rather than in the immediate present. 
FINANCIAL MATTERS. 

The report of the Executive Committee was then received, and on the recom- 
mendation of that body the following grants were renewed : £40 to the Boys’ 
School at Broussa (Asia Minor), £50 to the Taimud Torah Schooland £10 to the 
Adult Evening Classes in Damascus. Subscriptions were also voted to newspapers 
in Tangier and Smyrna. 

Mr. ELLIs A. FRANKLIN, the Treasurer, brought up the financial statement for 
January, which showed a balance at the end of the month of £425. The receipts 
included £553 from subscriptions, £225 legacy, £12 103. from the newly formed 
Mogador Branch, and £103 balance of donations at the Dinner, The outlays consisted 
of £330 grants toschools, and general expenditure, £24, The balance sheet of the 


Dinner Fand,which Mr. Franklin also submitted, showed receipts, £1,436, and expen- 


diture, £223. 
| IMPOSITIONS ON RUSSIAN IMMIGRANTS, | 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU read a letter which had been recsived from a 
Christian clergyman in Jerusalem, who gave particulars of the extor- 
tions practised on Jewish immigrants on landing at Jaffa by brokers, members of 
their own faith. The writer suggested some arrangements being made with the 
highest authorities for the quiet landing of immigrants and the appointment of 
trustworthy people to see to the regulations being duly carried out. Mr. Landau 
also reported impositions of which Jewish emigrants were the victims on leaving 
Hamburg, and on arriving in the Port of London, in the latter case at the 
hands of coreligioniste. : 

Considerable discussion ensued as to the proper manner of dealing with the 
matters brought onder notice and as to the bodies by whom they should be dealt with. 
Eventually it was resolved that as regards Jaffa, the Alliance Israélite, which has an 
agency in that town, be communicated with ; that the Jewish Board of Guardians 
be requested to write to its correspondents at Hamburg with the view of remedying 
the grievances of Jews embarking from that port, and that Mr. Landau, in conjunc- 
tion withthe other authorities of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter, should under- 
take the prosecution of “sharks” in London. Sir Julian Goldsmid volunteered 
to contribute towards the costs of the prosecution. 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


CHOVEVEI ZION ASSOCIATION. 


A crowded meeting of the West End Branch of the Chovevei Zion Association 
was held last Sunday at the Atheneum, Tottenham Court Road. Lieut.-Col. Gold- 
smid presided. Among those present were the Revs. Dr. Adler, L. Canter, M. A. 
Epstein, 8S, Friedman, H. Gollancz, M.A., H. Gordon, H. Z. Macoby, Isidore Myers, 
B.A., Messrs. Marcus Adler, Elkan Adler, E. H. D'Avigdor, and Dr. S. A. Hirach. 

The proceedings commenced with an address bythe CHAIRMAN. He recounted 
several of his experiences in the Holy Land, with reminiscences of his visits to the 
Jewish Colonists.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


In an article entitled ‘ Russia, its People and Government,” the Quarterly 
Review comments as follows on the persecutions : “ The latest administrative 


scandal—the persecution of the Jews—impeaches the Sovereign more directly. : 


Russia has never been famous for toleration, but, as edicts and prescriptions, 
which have long slumbered, have now in the present reign been put into force 
with a fanaticism which has aroused the indignation of the civilised world, it 
would be difficult to acquit the present Sovereign of participation init. He evidently 
intends to drive out at any cost millions of the most industrious, loyal, and intel- 
ligent of his people ; and this not only by direct command, but by the double 
pressure of extortion and starvation. For while the Jews are laid under a course 
of exorbitant and especial taxation, they are also rigorously prohibited those em- 
ployments that would enable them to pay it. It is true that Jews have suffered 
persecution in all Christian countries, and not least in England, But it 1s the 
pride of the Russian Court and upper classes to keep on a level in other matters 
with the present time. They have the latest fashions in every form of luxury ; 
they have railroads and all that modern science can give. In all these respects 
they follow those nations which have led the way. Why then imitate the Dark 


_ Ages only in those barbarities which other nations have thrown off ?

The town’s meeting at Bristol to protest against the persecution of the Jews 
in Russia was held last Friday at the Guildhall under the presidency of the Mayor.

Christian one. The speakers included the Mayor, the Bishop of Gloucester and 
Bristol, Mr. Lewis Fry, M.P., Dr. Clifford, Roman Catholic Bishop of Clifton, the 
High Sheriff, the Revs. F. Crozier and H. A. Arnold Thomas, Mr. Charles Towns- 
end, Mr. J. Storrs Fry and Mr. Herbert Thomas. They all alluded in-sympathetic 
terms to the law-abiding character of the Jews. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS 


ALSACE-LORRAINE. | 

The new Grand Rabbi of Metz, M. Adolphe Ury, has been inducted into office 
with considerable pomp. The synagogue, which was brilliantly illuminated, was 
filled with a distinguished gathering. The Government authorities cordially 
responded to the invitation of the Consistory, among those present being Baron 
von Hammerstein, President of Lorraine, the Governor General of Metz, the 
Director of Police, and many general officers. M. Ury’s sermon was delivered 
partly in French and partly in German. | | 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The sudden dissolution of the Reichsrath and the consequent electoral 
campaign will, it is expected, let loose a flood of anti-Semitic 
oratory. Already the party is actively bestirring itself. A dead set, though not 
from this quarter, is being made against the re-election of Emeritus Rabbi Dr. 
Bloch, the Representative for Cracow, who has nobly defended the cause of his 
coreligionists, and who one occasion last year delivered a brilliant speech in reply 
to an anti-Semitic attack that was printed and circulated broadcast. Dr.Bloch’s own 
paper, the Vesterreichische Wochenschrift, anticipates a significant increase in the 
anti-Jewish faction in the next Parliament. | 

The Jewish community in Lemberg has suffered a heavy loss by the death 
of Chief Rabbi Ettinger. He belonged to a famous family of Rabbis, which also 
produced many other celebrities in Judaism. On account of his high personal 
character, Rabbi Ettinger enjoyed general esteem throughout the whole of 
Galicia. In a different portion of the Emperor Francis Joseph’s dominions, 
another Rabbi, Michael Lazar Kohn, District Rabbi in Moravia, has celebrated 
his fifty years’ jubilee of office. He has been a prolific contributor, in Hebrew 
and eee, to a number of journals, and recently published his collective writings 
in a volume. 


The Jewish community in Vienna has up to the present been without a 


Seminary. This void is about to be filled, the brothers Ritter Wilhelm and 


Ritter David von Guttmann having given the munificent sum of 200,000 florins 
to found such an institution. | 
FRANCE. 


Mdlle. Margulieff, a lady physician, a native of Odessa, who two years ago 
took her degrees in Paris, is now about to be married to the young French 
archwologist and publicist, M. Salomon Reinach, brother of the well-known Deputy 
and Editor of the République Francaise. Mdlle. Margulieff is a granddaughter of 
M. Benjamin Legal, a well known bibliophile and an old inhabitant of Odessa. 


A telegram from Nice announces the death of Mdlle. Rosine Bloch. 
She was at one time a Prima Donna at the Paris Opera. In November iast Mdlle. 
Bloch created the role of Dalilain M. Saint-Siiens’ opera “ Samson et Dalila” on 
its first production at the Thé&tre Lyrique in Paris. Mdlle. Bloch. who was 
staying at Monte Carlo, had made a point of being present at the opera 
“Richard IIT.” at Nice yesterday week. She drove back after the performance, 
caught cold and died in three days. Mdlle Bloch was only forty-two years old. 
She first appeared at the Opéra as long ago as 1865, and her fine presence—she 
was a tall, handsome brunette—helped as much as her rich voice, to make her 
success.

The great distress caused by the severe winte, 
is a case in point. We mentioned lately that MM.de Rothschild had sent a donatioy 
of 150,000 francs (which included 50,000 frances from the Baroness Salomon de 
Rothschild) to theMayors of the several arrondissements of Paris towards relieyip 
the misery among the poor of the city. The Rothschilds generally have supple. 
mented this contribution by one of 40,000 francs to the Relief Fund organised py 
the Syndicate of the Press, and the Matin favourably contrasts this donatioy 
with oneof 500 franes given by the Duke de la Rochefoucauld-Doudeauville 
Baron de Hirsch has sent 50,000 francs to the Press Relief I und, and a similay 
amount to the Bureau de |’Assistance Publique. Madame Furtado-Heine, the 
Parisian Baroness Burdett Coutts, has, on her part, remitted 50,000 francs to the 
Prefect of the Seine for the poor of Paris. 
ITALY. 

The defeat and resignation of Signor Crispi,the Premier, is the political event 
of the week. Among the prominent politicians who largely contributed to the 
fall of the Cabinet is Signor Luigi Luzzatti. Besides being a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, he is Reporter of the Budget Commission, an eminent 
position to which he was all but unanimously re-elected afew weeks ago. He 
spoke in Parliament in favour of Signor Crispi's new fiscal measures, but on the 
Premier’s falling foul -of a former Conservative Cabinet, Signor Luzzatti quitted 


the bench appropriated to the Budget Commission, amid tremendous applause 


from the majority. His desertion of the Government is believed to have de. 


tached from it many voters. Signor Luzzatti is one of the foremost political | 


economists of the day. He is particularly interested in the promotion of 
People’s Banks, onsome of which he holds the highest honorary posts, and he is 


regarded in the Chamber as one of the greatest authorities on finance. He has 


on more than one occasion been designated for the portfolio of Finance ina 
Cabinet governing according to his political views.

gift of the sovereign. 
MOROCCO. 


The Times of Morocco is informed from the City of Morocco that the Sultan 
has.given a picnic to the Jews residing in that city, in celebration of his son's 
marriage. The picnic was held in one of the best gardens of the palace and 
lasted eight days. 

A correspondent writes to us from Mogador under date January 9th:—An 
excellent entertainment was given here last night by Mrs. Moses Corcos, Head 
Mistress of the Strength and Honour School which is mainly supported by the 
Anglo-Jewish Association in your city.

RUSSIA. 

In an article entitled “The Revival of Question by Torture in Warsaw,” a 
correspondent of the Times gives some particulars of the recent condemnation of 
forty-six prisoners at Warsaw and the cruel treatment they experienced in prison 
in order to induce them to make confessions or revelations. They were, for the 
most part, propagandists belonging to the Polish Proletariat Party, and 
had, doubtless, held secret meetings ; but one among them, Louis Teplitz, did not 
belong to the party, and yet the severest sentence was pronounced against him, 
apparently for no other reason than that he is a Jew. 3 :

40 magnificent a club, on which he heartily congratulated the Jewish community 
of this city. The building seemed exceedingly spacious and well adapted for the 
purposes of aclub. In these respects, he confessed, it entirely surpassed his expec- 
tations. In that great cosmopolitan city of Manchester there were none who were 
reckoned as more orderly and good citizens than the community to which the people 
before him belonged.—( Applause). Considering the vast number of Jews who lived 
in Manchester, it was indeed exceedingly rare that any offence was committed by 
them against the laws of the country or even against the bye-laws of the city, aud 
when he was asked to undertake this agreeable duty he never paused to ask to what 
creed or denomination the people belonged. He was for the time being the Mayor of 
all denominations in this city—(appluuse)—and as such he would endeavour to do 
his duty to the end of his term of ofice. In providing this club and hall they were 
acting entirely on the lines which the public bodies in Manchester had marked out 
for themselves in the way of providing greater educational and recreative facilities 
for the young 80 that they might not be left to ran wild about the streets. The 
Corporation therefore looked on all projects of this kind with special favour, and it 
was a great satisfaction to him to find that the premises were provided with every 
comfort that could reasonably be expected. 

In. acknowledging a vote of thanks proposed by Mr. A. M. LANGDON, and 
seconded by Mr. CORBETT, of the Working Mea’s Association, the MAYoR spoke 
of the various local Jewish institutions, and particularly eulogised the Industrial 
Fund of the Jewish Board of Guardians.

A meeting of the Board for the Affairs of Shechita was held on Wednesday 
evening at the Vestry Roomof the New Synagogue. There were present : Mr. A.

L. Cohen, D. Davis, Noah Davis, E. A. Franklin, A. Lindo, and’H. Pinto.

THE TALMUD. 


On Wednesday last the Rev. Isidore Myers, B.A., delivered the first of two 
popular lectures at Steinway Hall onthe Talmud, 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER, who presided, in introducing the lecturer, said that when 
the late Dr. Deutsch passed away, it seemed as though it would be impossible to 
fill his place in Jewieh literature, or toequal his brilliant achievements. This 
feeling was given expression to shortly atterwards in an articlein Wacmillan's 
Magazine, in which the writer said that many a generation must pass away before 
there would again be that union of scholarship and poetic insight which made 
Deutsch’s career s0 remarkable. They could never hope to understand the Talmud, 
it must remain a name. The strange mystic volume must for the present remain 
shut, the huge book of wonderland remain closed, and the clasps yield no more. He, 
however, thought that view too strong; there had been mighty men before 
Agememmon and men versed in the Talmud since Deutsch had passed away. He 
would point, as a proof of this, to the numerous editions of that work which were 
issued from Wilna and to the many monographs which were bsing constantly 
written. Quite recently, also, a translation of: the Tractate Ghagiga by the Rev. 
Mr. Streen of Cambridge, a pupil of the late Dr. Schiller-Szinessy, had been pub- 
lished. The translation was not faultless ; it erred mainly on the score of being too 
literal, but it showed thorough comprehension of the true Talmudical spirit executed 
in a scholarly and painstakiog manner. It would be a gigantic task to go through 
the twelve folio volumes of six thousand pages. They would therefore be grateful 
to the Rev. Isidore Myers—(cheers)—who would give them its quintessence in less 
than one and a half hour. | 

The lecture, which was delivered quite extempore, comprised the major portion 
of the one given on December 4th last in the Princes Hall, Piccadilly. which we 
reported at the time. It lostnoae of its effectiveness by repetition, some of the 
Talmndical maxims being particularly strixing, and kept the audience interested 
from beginning to end, .

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. © 


In an article entitled “ Russia, its People and Government,” the Quarterly 


Review comments as follows on the persecutions : “ The latest administrative ° 


scandal—the persecution of the Jews—impeaches the Sovereign more directly. 
Russia has never been famous for toleration, but, as edicts and prescripuons, 
which have long slumbered, have now in the present reign been put into force 
with a fanaticism which has aroused the indignation of the civilised world, it 
would be difficult to acquit the present Sovereign of participation init. He evidently 
intends to drive out at any cost millions of the most industrious, loyal, and intel- 
ligent of his people ; and this not only by direct command, but by the double 
pressure of extortion and starvation. For while the Jews are laid under a course 
of exorbitant and especial taxation, they are also rigorously prohibited those em- 
ployments that would enable them to pay it. It is trne that Jews have suffered 
persecution in all Christian countries, and not least in England. But it is the 
pride of the Russian Court and upper classes to keep on a level in other matters 
with the present time. They have the latest fashions in every form of luxury ; 
they have railroads and all that modern science can give. In all these respects 


they follow those nations which have led the way. Why then imitate the Dark: 


Ages only in those barbarities which other nations have thrown off ?

ALSACE-LORRAINE. 

The new Grand Rabbi of Metz, M. Adolphe Ury, has been inducted into office 
with considerable pomp. The synagogue, which was brilliantly illuminated, was 
filled with a distinguished gathering. The Government authorities cordially 
responded to the invitation of the Consistory, among those present being Baron 
von Hammerstein, President of Lorraine, the Governor General of Metz, the 
Director of Police, and many general officers. M. Ury’s sermon was delivered 
partly in French and partly in German. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


The sudden dissolution of the Reichsrath and the consequent electoral 
campaign will, it is expected, let loose a flood of anti-Semitic 


oratory. Already the party is actively bestirring itself. A dead set, though not 


from this quarter, is being made against the re-election of Emeritus Rabbi Dr. 
Bloch, the Representative for Cracow, who has nobly defended the cause of his 
coreligionists, and who one occasion last year delivered a brilliant speech in reply 
to an anti-Semitic attack that was printed andcirculated broadcast. Dr.Bloch’s own 
paper, the Oesterreichische Wochenschrift, anticipates a significant increase in the 
anti-Jewish faction in the next Parliament. | | 

The Jewish community in Lemberg has suffered a heavy loss by the death 
of Chief Rabbi Ettinger. He belonged to a famous family of Rabbis, which also 
produced many other celebrities in Judaism. On account of his high personal 
character, Rabbi Ettinger enjoyed general esteem throughout the whole of 
In a different portion of the Emperor Francis Joseph’s dominions, 
another Rabbi, Michael Lazar Kohn, District Rabbi in Moravia, has celebrated 
his fifty years’ jubilee of office.

with oneof 500 franes given by the Duke de la Rochefoucauld-Doudeauville. 
Baron de Hirsch has sent 50.000 francs to the Press Relief Fund, and a similar 
amount to the Bureau de l’Assistance Publique. Madame Furtado-Heine, the 
Parisian Baroness Burdett Coutts, has, on her part, remitted 50,000 francs to the 
Prefect of the Seine for the poor of Paris. 
ITALY. 

The defeat and resignation of Signor Crispi,the Premier, is the political event 
of the week. Among the prominent politicians who largely contributed to the 
fall of the Cabinet is Signor Luigi Luzzatti. Besides being a member of the 
Chamber of Deputies, he is Reporter of the Budget Commission, an eminent 
position to which he was all but unanimously re-elected afew weeks ago. He 
spoke in Parliament in favour of Signor Crispi's new fiscal measures, but on the 
Premier's falling foul of a former Conservative Cabinet, Signor Luzzatti quitted 
the bench appropriated to the Budget Commission, amid tremendous applause 
from the majority. His desertion of the Government is believed to have de. 
tached from it many voters. Signor Luzzatti is one of the foremost political 
economists of the day. He is particularly interested in the promotion of 
People’s Banks, on some of which he holdathe highest honorary posts, and he is 
regarded in the Chamber as one of the greatest authorities on finance. He has 
on more than one occasion been designated for the portfolio of Finance ina 
Cabinet governing according to his political views. ; 7

Mrs. Corcos, who is an English lady and 
resided in London before her marriage, does not speak Arabic ; how she manages 
neverthelessto teach boys and girls to speak in English and to perform in that Jan- 
guage a selection from one of Shakespeare's plays (as was the case at the enter- 
tainment) is a mystery \of the art of teaching. The programme of the entertain- 
ment, as you may see for yourself from the copy sent herewith, was highly 
interesting especially to the English visitor, for out of twenty-four items all but 
two were in the language of England. Two of the performers, one, a daughter 
of Mrs. Corcos, aged five, and the other, her niece, six years’ old, created quite a 
furore. I am informed that several girls from Mrs. Corcos’s School get married 
every year within a short time after the entertainment. The poorer ones among 


them receive a dowry from the surplus of the income derived from the —

A meeting of the Board for the Affaira of Shechita was held on Wednesday 
evening at the Vestry Roomof the New Synagogue. There were present: Mr. A.

L. Cohen, D. Davis, Noah Davis, E. A. Franklin, A. Lindo, and H. Pinto. 

The Rev. Dr. Adler and the Rev. B. Spiers were in attendance as Ecclesiastical 
Assessors. 3 

The accounts for the past half year and the estimates for the current half year 
were submitted. The total income for the six months was £3,687, an increase of 
£273 on the amount for the corresponding period of 1889. There was an increase 
in every item. Inthe account of cash received for slaughtering cattle (£2,421), 
there appear two novel items of receipts, £58 3s. for calves and sheep killed at 
Rotterdam, and £14 63. 5d. for 691 quarters of mutton, at 14d., from La Plata. The 
killing of poultry realised £598, and the butchers employing Shomerim paid to the 
Board £465, The total expenditure (of which £2,691 went in salaries and super- 
annuation), amounted to £3,442, avout thirty shillings less than in the correspon- 
ding half of 1889.

“THE TALMUD. 


On Wednesday last the Rev. Isidore Myers, B.A., delivered the first of two 
popular lectures at Steinway Hall on the Talmud. 

The Rev. Dr. ADLER, who presided, in introducing the lecturer, said that when 
the late Dr. Deutsch passed away, it seemed as though it would be impossible to 
filt his place in Jewish literature, or toequal his brilliant achievements. This 
feeling was given expression to shortly atterwards in an article in Wacmillan's 
Magazine, in which the writer said that many a generation must pass away before 
there would again be that union of scholarship and poetic insight which made 
Deutsch’s career so remarkable. They could never hope to understand the Talmud, 
it must remain a name. The strange mystic volume must for the present remain 
shut, the huge book of wonderland remain closed, and the clasps yield no more. He, 
however, thought that view too strong; there had been mighty men before 
Agememmon and men versed in the Talmud since Deutsch had passed away. He 
would point, as a proof of this, to the numerous editions of that work which were 
issued from Wilna and to the many monographs which were bsing constantly 
written. Quite recently, also, a translation of the Tractate Ghagiga by the Rev. 
Mr. Streen of Cambridge, a pupil of the late Dr. Schiller-Szinessy, had been pub- 
lished. The translation was not faultless ; it erred mainly on the score of being too 
literal, but it showed thorough comprehension of the true Talmudical spirit executed 
in a scholarly and painstaking manner. It would bea gigantic task to go through 
the twelve folio volumes of six thousand pages. They would therefore be grateful 
to the Rev. Isidore Myers—(cheers)—who would give them its quintessence in less 
than one and a half hour. | 

The lecture, which was delivered quite extempore, comprised the major portion 
of the one given on December 4th last in the Princes Hall, Piccadilly. which we 
reported at the time. Itlostnoae of its effectiveness by repetition, some of the 
Talmndical maxims being particularly strixing, and kept the audience interested 
from beginning to end.
